To  His  Excellency,  Louis  L.  Emmerson, 

Governor,  State  of  Illinois. 

Complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  State  Rehabilitation  law, 
the  Board  for  Vocational  Education  respectfully  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  Division'  of  Rehabilitation. 

The  Board  in  its  report  for  1931,  reported,  “The  year  just  ended 
held  much  discouragement  and  many  difficulties  owing  to  economic 
conditions.  However,  the  Division  succeeded  in  rehabilitating  and 
placing  into  remunerative  employment,  a larger  number  of  disabled 
people  than  in  any  year  since  the  inception  of  the  work.  Only  the 
lack  of  sufficient  funds  with  which  to  prepare  applicants  prevented 
a still  larger  number  being  placed.  ” 

The  year  1932  was  fraught  with  even  more  difficulties  and  dis- 
couragement than  in  1931,  but  despite  these  obstacles,  this  Division 
succeeded  in  preparing  for  and  placing  into  remunerative  employ- 
ment, more  handicapped  persons  than  in  1931  and  more  than  any 
year  since  the  inception  of  rehabilitation  service.  This  was  possible 
only  as  a result  of  the  earnestness  of  purpose  and  growing  efficiency 
of  the  staff.  No  other  State  has  equaled  Illinois  ’ record  for  1932. 

The  program  under  way  for  the  current  year  ending  June  30th, 
1933  promises  to  about  equal  in  results  that  of  1932  provided  noth- 
ing  occurs  to  retard  its  progress. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  a live  roll  of  783  that 
had  been  accepted  for  service.  There  were  815  more  accepted  during 
the  year  making  a total  of  1,598  who  received  the  attention  of  the 
Division.  During  the  year  723  cases  were  prepared  for  and  placed 
into  remunerative  employment;  136  were  closed  without  having 
been  rehabilitated.  These  were  cases  that  were  not  susceptible,  died, 
left  the  State  or  refused  to  co-operate.  Of  the  723  rehabilitations 
effected  this  year,  162  were  placed  by  the  Central  Placement  Bureau 
under  its  agreement  of  co-operation  with  the  Division. 
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The  demands  for  the  service  of  the  Division  have  continued  to 
increase  at  a rapid  rate  during  the  year  with  the  result  that  before 
the  year  was  half  through,  all  of  the  available  funds,  had'  been  obli- 
gated and  the  acceptance  of  new  cases  had  to  be  discontinued.  -There 
were,  on  June  30th,  1932,  an  accumulation  of  950  applications  on 
the  waiting  list,  enough  to  more  than  use  all  of  the  funds  available 
for  the  following  year.  Unless  the  service  is  applied  in  what  seems 
to  be  the  most  needy  cases  rather  than  in  the  order  the  applications 
were  received,  there  would  be  none  of  those  applying  in  the  year 
1933  receive  service  in  that  year. 

The  Financial  Report  to  the  Federal  Government  which  is  used 
ill,  this  report,  shows  total  expenditures  of  $241,733.49  for  the  year. 
This  includes  an  amount#  of  $5,000  of  the  regular  expenditures  of 
the  Department  of  Labor,  Division  of  Free  Employment!  offices  for 
the  support  of  placement  service  for  the  handicapped  persons  which 
is  matched  by  a like  amount  of  Federal  money  through  this  office. 
Therefore,  the  actual  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  Division 
was  $236,733.49  and  this  figure  should  be  used  in  arriving  at  per- 
centage of  administrative  expense,  per  capita  costs,  etc.  On  this 
basis,  the  administrative  expense  was  6.5%  of  the  whole  and  the 
per  capita’  cost  for  the  cases  rehabilitated  was  $327  plus.
